Patent No. 4,514,321 to Siuta (the Siuta patent). Claims 1-5 and 8 are amended to clanfy the 

mVeDtl Applicants' invention relates to an electrode powder composition and paste 
composition. The electrode powder composition consists essentially of copper powder, 
cuprous oxide powder; and lead germanate glass powder. The electrode powder comp^on 
is essentially the paste composition minus the organic vehicle, as the composition of powders 
in Claim 1 remain upon processing the paste composition. 

The Siuta patent relates to a thick film copper-containing conductor composmon. The 
composition includes a mixture of finely divided particles of a) a conductive material 
containing copper metal; b) inorganic binder; and c) 0.2-5% wt. of a non-cuprous metal 
selected from the group consisting of tungsten, molybdenum, rhenium and alloys and 
mixtures thereof all dispersed in organic medium. 

In view of the disclosure in the Siuta patent requiring the addition of a non-cuprous 
metal to the composition, the Siuta patent fails to anticipate the invention, and 
should be withdrawn. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully 
requested.
